The first effort of the recelvers was to
correct these conditions and to reduce expenses. The saving in salaries alone
was about $200,000 a yewr. Ay a result of the efforts of the recelvers, from
April 20 to May i1, 1917, u period of forty-one days, the profils were $583,920, or
mote than twice #as much as the totul profits of the company from Janunry 1
to April 19, Corvesponding profite have been reported for June and July.
